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1985  marked  a time  in  the 
history  of  the  Medical  Center 
that  was  unlike  any  other  since 
its  founding  in  1928.  It  was  a 
time  of  remarkable  change, 
unparalleled  promise,  and 
unprecedented  unity  of  purpose. 
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fk  s the  modernization  program 

f\  gained  momentum,  The 
/ 1 Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1985 
^Lbegan  to  organize  itself  for  a 
decade  of  change.  Early  in  the  year, 
we  held  a Clinical  Strategies  Retreat 
at  which  the  medical  staff,  adminis- 
tration and  Trustees,  in  cooperation 
with  University  officers  and  faculty, 
charted  a new  course  for  the  Hospital. 
This  was  a time  when  our  facilities 
were  being  improved,  systems 
changed  and  the  organization 
strengthened.  Hospitals,  at  the  same 
time,  were  becoming  more  competi- 
tive, the  reimbursement  system  for 
hospitals  was  being  turned  inside  out 
and  patients  were  confronted  with 
many  new  options,  such  as  HMOs 
and  other  forms  of  “managed  care.” 

Within  only  months  of  this  retreat, 
we  began  to  work  with  the  medical 
staff  and  Health  Sciences  Division 
of  Columbia  University  to  position 
the  Hospital  and  Medical  Center 
as  a whole  to  meet  many  of  these 
challenges. 

Organizationally,  one  of  the  most 
significant  changes  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  three  new  executive  vice  pres- 
idents: Joseph  P.  Corcoran,  Executive 
Vice  President  for  Administrative 
Affairs  and  Chief  Operating  Officer; 
David  L.  Ginsberg,  Executive  Vice 
President  for  Planning  and  Program 
Development;  and  Gerald  Thomson 
M.D.,  Executive  Vice  President  for 
Professional  Affairs.  Mr.  Corcoran  and 
Mr.  Ginsberg  served  the  Hospital  pre- 
viously as  Vice  President  for  Finance 
and  Director  of  Planning,  respectively. 
Dr.  Thomson,  a nationally  known  fig- 
ure in  medicine  with  an  interest  in 
health  care  delivery  in  urban  areas, 
was  director  of  medicine  at  Harlem 
Hospital,  a Columbia  University 
Health  Sciences  affiliate.  In  addition, 
Morris  Annunziato,  formerly  Comp- 
troller, was  named  Vice  President  for 
Operations. 


‘Managed  Care’  Options 

The  Hospital  also  began  a first  new 
“joint  venture”  with  the  medical  staff 
and  Columbia  University  Health  Sci- 
ences Division — the  Office  of  Man- 
aged Care  Programs. 

This  Office  was  established  to  eval- 
uate proposals  by  managed  care  pro- 
grams, such  as  health  maintenance 
organizations  (HMOs),  preferred  pro- 
vider organizations  (PPOs)  and  inde- 
pendent physicians’  associations 
(IPAs).  It  is  expected  that  the  Hospital 
will  become  affiliated  with  many 
national  and  regional  managed  care 
programs  over  the  next  few  years,  as 
an  increasing  number  of  New  York 
residents  utilize  these  health  care 
alternatives.  In  fact,  if  Medicare  and 
Medicaid  patients  eventually  are 
served  by  managed  care  programs,  it 
is  possible  that  the  vast  majority  of 
residents  of  our  area  will  belong  to  one 
or  another  of  these  programs,  and  that 
relatively  few  patients  will  have  the 
option  of  coming  directly  to  one  of  our 
physicians.  For  this  reason,  the  Hospi- 
tal expects  to  affiliate  with  as  many 
managed  care  programs  as  seem 
appropriate,  assuming  that  they  meet 
a series  of  qualifying  conditions. 

In  addition  to  affiliating  with  man- 
aged care  programs,  the  Medical  Cen- 
ter is  exploring  other  arrangements 
to  better  serve  patients,  such  as  the 
establishment  of  new  off-site  prac- 
tices. This  work  will  accelerate  in 
1986,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Hospi- 
tal, University  and  medical  staff. 

Also,  looking  ahead  to  the  future, 
the  Hospital  is  working  to  assure  that 
its  staff  is  appropriately  trained  to 
assume  positions  in  the  new,  modern- 
ized Hospital.  In  1985,  we  began 
training  clerical-level  employees  to 
assume  greater  responsibility  for 
automated  patient  management  and 
accounting  systems.  Some  of  these 
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individuals  qualified  for  higher  paid, 
more  responsible  positions  because  of 
the  program.  The  Hospital  also  has 
established  a career  guidance  service 
to  help  individuals  obtain  the  proper 
education  for  careers  that  will  be  in 
demand  in  the  future.  A catalogue  of 
related  programs  and  courses  which 
are  available  to  the  staff,  many  of  them 
for  the  first  time,  was  issued. 

Nor  were  senior  or  former  employ- 
ees overlooked.  Major  revisions  were 
made  in  the  Hospital’s  pension  plan 
and  a new  credit  union  was  offered  to 
all  employees.  The  number  of  employ- 
ees in  the  tax  sheltered  annuity  pro- 
grams doubled  from  the  number 
enrolled  in  1981.  The  Hospital  spon- 
sored a child  care  center  for  approxi- 
mately 35  children.  Employee 
activities  were  expanded,  including  a 
boat  ride  for  over  500  people.  Retirees 
and  employees  were  honored  at  a revi- 
talized 25-Year-Club  meeting,  under 
the  direction  of  Human  Resources. 

Community  Programs  Expanded 

The  Hospital  increased  the  number 
of  activities  in  the  community,  includ- 
ing a health  promotion  program  for 
senior  citizens  at  local  senior  centers 
funded  by  the  New  York  Foundation 
and  Chemical  Bank,  an  annual  health 
fair,  and  participation  in  a myriad  of 
other  activities,  ranging  from  career 
days  at  the  public  schools  to  a medie- 
val festival  in  Ft.  Tryon  Park. 

New  or  replacement  equipment  was 
installed  in  radiology  and  in  the  clinical 
laboratories.  New  programs  included 
planning  for  the  ambulatory  surgery 
unit,  provision  of  laboratory  services 
at  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical 
Associates/East  Side  and  the  addition 
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of  ultrasound  capability  in  Atchley 
Pavilion  radiology. 

On  the  professional  side,  the  Hospi- 
tal handled  nearly  2,000  additional 
admissions  for  a total  of  over  44,000. 
As  a result,  the  number  of  patient- 
days,  a measure  of  service  and  reve- 
nues, remained  constant  as  the  length 
of  stay — the  average  time  patients 
remained  in  the  hospital — declined. 
Also,  Presbyterian  posted  a 10% 
increase  in  outpatient  visits  for  the 
year,  to  a total  of  471,630  emergency, 
group  and  clinic  visits — nearly 
750,000  visits  including  278,000  to 
doctors’  offices. 

One  of  the  largest  programs  at  the 
Hospital  is  under  the  direction  of 
Nursing.  In  addition  to  their  role  as 
care  givers  for  nearly  45,000  inpa- 
tients and  over  10  times  as  many 
outpatients,  nurses  at  the  Hospital 
contributed  to  research,  symposia, 
video  programs,  and  publications  in 
the  fields  of  diabetes  education,  criti- 
cal care  standards,  neurosciences, 
orthopedics,  neonatology,  parkinson- 
ism and  psychiatry,  among  others. 

Continuing  education  programs 
were  offered  in  collaboration  with  the 
Columbia  University  School  of 
Nursing. 

New  clinical  programs  were  devel- 
oped in  Gerontology,  and  in  IV  Vena- 
puncture,  which  will  enable  nurses 
to  respond  rapidly  to  the  needs  of 
patients  who  are  receiving  intravenous 
fluids  and  medications. 

Modernization  Activity  Increases 

One  of  the  most  active  programs  at 
the  Hospital  in  1985  was  the  moderni- 
zation program  itself.  Last  year,  the 
Hospital  completed  financing  for  the 
construction  of  the  community  hospi- 


tal, and  replacement  and  renovation  of 
the  existing  facilities.  The  $427  million 
bond  issue  was  the  largest  of  its  type 
ever  issued. 

Construction  began  on  the  replace- 
ment facility,  and  the  necessary  relo- 
cation of  departments  began  to  be 
mapped  out. 

A related  project  involved  the  reno- 
vation of  a warehouse  for  food  service, 
and  materials  handling  and  storage.  It 
is  located  at  225th  Street  in  the 
Bronx.  The  new  facility  will  provide 
food  and  supplies  to  the  community 
hospital,  as  well  as  to  the  Medical 
Center  at  168th  Street. 

Related  to  this  construction  activity, 
the  Hospital  launched  a major  initiative 
to  improve  wheelchair  access  to  its 
facilities.  A Barrier  Free  Committee 
was  established,  including  community 
representatives. 

As  the  Hospital  prepared  for  the 
future,  two  new  off-site  parking  facili- 
ties were  opened  at  166th  Street  and 
207th  Street  to  help  relieve  the  pres- 
sure for  on-site  parking  for  patients 
and  visitors. 

The  Hospital  also  began  a joint  ven- 
ture with  Bell  Laboratories  to  develop 
and  implement  clinical  information 
and  medical  office  automation  systems 
that  will  be  among  the  most  advanced 
of  any  hospital  systems  in  the  world. 
This  would  supplement  a new  comput- 
erized phone  system  for  voice  and  data 
that  was  installed  last  year  and  is 
among  the  largest  and  most  sophisti- 
cated systems  of  its  kind  used  by  any 
hospital. 

Other  activities  which  involved 
technology  and  collaboration  among 


the  Hospital,  University  and  medical 
staff,  centered  on  a new  Technological 
Advisory  Committee.  This  group 
reviewed  and  endorsed  a wide  variety 
of  “high  tech”  programs  and  pro- 
cedures, including  PET  and  MRI 
imaging,  liver  transplantation,  bone 
marrow  transplantation,  and  litho- 
tripsy. Also  endorsed  was  an 
expanded  Ambulatory  Procedures 
Unit. 

Finally,  the  Hospital  developed  plans 
to  make  itself  more  accessible  to  resi- 
dents of  the  underserved,  local  com- 
munity, as  well  as  patients  from  other 
parts  of  the  region.  Locally,  a com- 
mitment was  made  to  establish  five 
medical  practices  in  the  Washington 
Heights/Inwood  community  through  a 
new  Ambulatory  Care  Network  Cor- 
poration. These  practices  will  be 
established  in  1986.  Doctors’  practices 
in  other  parts  of  the  city,  at  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Associates/East 
Side,  on  East  61st  Street,  and  else- 
where, continued  to  grow  as  the 
Hospital  explored  new  ways  to 
make  its  services  more  accessible 
to  all  patients. 

In  summary,  at  a period  of  time 
when  many  other  hospitals  were  suf- 
fering the  effects  of  decreased  occu- 
pancy and  revenues,  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  was  active,  fully  utilized  and 
financially  strong.  This  bodes  well  for 
us  in  period  of  increased  competition, 
and  at  a time  when  the  need  for  hospi- 
tals in  some  parts  of  New  York  City  is 
being  questioned.

^ JLHealth  Sciences  Center. 
Change  is  the  order  of  the  day.  New 
knowledge  is  accumulating  faster  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  biomedical 
science.  The  time  delay  between  basic 
discoveries  and  clinical  application  has 
never  been  shorter. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  changes 
has  been  our  increasing  closeness  and 
cooperation  with  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  at  every  level,  in  both  opera- 
tion and  planning.  More  and  more, 
patient  care  relies  on  basic  science 
research  and  teaching  efforts.  Major 
contributions  also  are  being  made  by 
the  Schools  of  Nursing,  Public  Health, 
and  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery. 

In  short,  we  are  building  and  grow- 
ing at  such  a pace  that  within  a 
decade,  a position  of  preeminence 
among  American  medical  centers  will 
be  within  our  reach. 

Providing  much  of  the  impetus  for 
this  change  and  growth  has  been  the 
Health  Sciences’  established  success  in 
earning  major  support  from  govern- 
ment agencies,  private  donors,  founda- 
tions, and  other  granting  agencies. 
Such  contributions  are  too  numerous 
to  list  individually;  the  following  exam- 
ples indicate  both  the  scope  and  the 
variety  of  projects  that  have  received 
important  new  funding  during  the 
past  year: 

A $1  million  grant  was  provided  by 
the  Cystic  Fibrosis  Foundation  to 
create  the  Cystic  Fibrosis  Research 
Development  Center  at  P & S,  a 
recognized  pioneer  in  cystic  fibrosis 
research  dating  back  to  1938.  The 
new  research  program  will  involve  an 
intense  effort  to  uncover  the  basic  cel- 
lular defect  in  CP'  and  determine  how 
this  leads  to  the  progressive  deteriora- 
tion of  the  lungs  that  is  always  fatal. 

A professorship  in  the  Division  of 
Child  Psychiatry  was  established  with 


a pledge  of  $1  million  from  Mr.  Jesse 
Philips,  Chairman  and  Chief  Execu- 
tive Officer  of  Philips  Industries, 
in  honor  of  Dr.  Irving  Philips,  the 
donor’s  brother,  who  is  Professor  of 
Psychiatry  and  Director  of  Child  and 
Adolescent  Psychiatry  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  in  San  Francisco. 

The  vital  importance  of  eminent  cli- 
nicians to  the  teaching  activities  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
was  recognized  in  the  creation  of  the 
Hamilton  Southworth  Professorship  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine  to  honor  a 
faculty  member  who  has  freely  com- 
mitted his  time  and  his  notable  clinical 
skills  to  the  College  for  more  than  four 
decades. 

The  Comprehensive  Cancer  Center 
was  awarded  a $1  million,  five-year 
grant  from  the  American  Cancer  Soci- 
ety for  a coordinated  interdisciplinary 
investigation  into  the  causes  and  pre- 
vention of  cancer.  During  the  same 
period  the  Comprehensive  Cancer 
Center’s  future  was  strengthened  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  I.  Bernard 
Weinstein,  Frode  Johnson  Professor  of 
Medicine,  as  Director. 

Dr.  Weinstein  also  will  be  Principal 
Investigator  for  a $1.1  million  grant 
from  the  National  Institute  of  Environ- 
mental Health  Sciences  to  establish  a 
Specialized  Center  of  Research  on 
Environmental  and  Occupational 
Carcinogens. 

Dr.  Michael  Gershon,  Professor 
and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Anatomy  and  Cell  Biology  received  a 
seven-year  Jacob  Javits  Neuroscience 
Investigator  Award  totalling  close 
to  $1  milion.  The  Javits  awards  were 
established  by  the  National  Institute  of 
Neurological  and  Communicative  Dis- 
orders and  Stroke  to  support  the  work 
of  investigators  who  have  “a  distin- 
guished record  of  substantial  contribu- 
tions in  some  field  of  neurological  or 
communicative  sciences  and  who  can 
be  expected  to  be  highly  productive 
over  the  next  seven  years.’’

COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY  REPORT 


The  WM.  Keck  Foundation  awarded 
a $500, 000  grant  to  create  a molecu- 
lar genetics  laboratory  for  research  on 
the  role  of  genetic  factors  in  psychiat- 
ric disorders. 

Two  other  major  new  projects 
underscore  two  major  themes  in  the 
activities  of  the  Health  Sciences  in  the 
1980s:  the  astonishing  growth  of  new 
knowledge,  and  interdisciplinary 
cooperation  in  research. 

The  first  of  these  projects  was  the 
creation  of  the  new  Protein  Chemistry 
Core  Facility,  with  a $250,000  grant 
from  Lederle  Laboratories,  a division 
of  American  Cyanamid  Company.  The 
rapid  growth  of  knowledge  is  accom- 


panied by  a huge  demand  for  new  high 
technology  instrumentation — while  at 
the  same  time  the  pool  of  available 
funds  to  support  academic  research  is 
shrinking.  The  core  lab  concept  is  a 
solution  to  this  problem,  since  it  pro- 
vides centralized  equipment  and  ser- 
vices that  can  be  used  by  scientists 
from  a wide  range  of  disciplines. 

The  second  project  is  the  creation  of 
a program  on  the  Molecular  Genetics 
of  Parasites,  through  a $1.3  million 
grant  from  the  John  D.  and  Catherine 
T.  McArthur  Foundation.  Parasitic 
diseases  affect  an  estimated  three  bil- 
lion people  worldwide:  they  offer  a 
unique  challenge  to  biomedical  science 
because  parasitic  organisms  have  a 
unique  ability  to  adapt  and  thus  defeat 
the  effort  of  the  immune  system  to 
fight  them  off.  The  Columbia  pro- 
gram will  focus  on  genetic  approaches 
to  parasitology  and  will  involve 
scientists  from  the  Department  of 
Human  Genetics,  the  Department  of 
Tropical  Medicine  at  the  School  of 
Public  Health,  and  investigators  from  a 
number  of  other  departments.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Columbia  program  is  part  of 
a 12-member  consortium  of  universi- 
ties in  five  other  states  and  three  for- 
eign nations. 

No  biomedical  research  and  teaching 
institution  in  the  1980s  can  neglect  the 
sophisticated  communications  made 
necessary  by  such  projects  and  such 
major  advances  in  information  and 
understanding.  At  the  Health  Sci- 
ences, a primary  priority  is  to  move 
forward  with  several  ongoing  projects 
that  will  provide  the  most  advanced 
electronic  links  among  researchers, 
administrators,  clinicians,  students, 
and  other  universities  and  medical 
centers.

/ 1 past  year,  and  new  scientific 
.X.  ^.milestones  were  reached 
which  promise  to  be  of  benefit  now 
and  in  the  future. 

In  a study  of  neonatal  units  in  12 
major  university  centers,  the  unit  in 
the  Babies  Hospital  Division  of  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital  had  both  the 
lowest  mortality  rate  and  the  lowest 
incidence  of  bronchopulmonary  dyspla- 
sia. Survival  rate  for  very  low  birth- 
weight  infants  now  is  approaching  90%. 

A new  program,  funded  by  the  New 
York  Community  Trust,  will  facilitate 
the  reorganization  of  the  pediatric  res- 
idents’ continuity  clinics  into  group 
practices  which  will  be  serviced  by  a 
bilingual  answering  service  to  improve 
communication  with  Spanish-speaking 
patients. 

The  Children’s  Day  Hospital 
delivered  care  to  over  150  leukemia 
and  cancer  patients  and  over  200  chil- 
dren with  other  hematologic  disorders 
on  a “same  day”  basis.  In  this  setting, 
where  there  is  a team  approach  to 
patient  care  by  physicians,  nurses, 
social  workers  and  a psychologist, 
several  treatments  are  administered 
that  otherwise  would  require 
hospitalization. 

In  research,  the  Pediatric  Cardiol- 
ogy Division  and  the  General  Electric 
Corporation  began  a collaborative 
effort  in  the  development  of  modern, 
non-invasive  techniques  for  the  diag- 
nosis of  congenital  heart  disease  in 
children. 

Endocrinology  studies  have  con- 
tinued on  the  safety  and  efficacy  of 
biosynthetic  growth  hormone. 

Investigations  conducted  by  pedia- 
tric hematologists  showed  that  the 
toxic  effects  of  lead  are  more  pro- 
nounced in  conjunction  with  iron  defi- 
ciency. The  Comprehensive  Sickle  Cell 
Center  of  Columbia  University  devel- 
oped a computerized  information  base 
that  encompasses  clinical  and  research 


data  for  about  650  patients  followed  at 
Presbyterian,  St.  Luke’s-Roosevelt 
and  Harlem  Hospital  Centers. 

In  genetics,  twenty-seven  infants 
with  sickle  cell  disease  and  1,139  with 
sickle  cell  trait  were  identified  through 
a program  in  which  newborn  records 
of  the  last  seven  years  were  reviewed. 
The  program,  which  examined  21,718 
births,  also  identified  four  confirmed 
cases  of  hypothyroidism  and  388  nega- 
tive screenings  for  Tay-Sachs  Disease. 

Over  the  last  20  years,  it  has  grown 
increasingly  clear  that  nutrition  plays 
a significant  role  in  many  diseases. 
Thus,  Columbia-Presbyterian  main- 
tains an  active  program  in  nutrition 
research.  For  example,  the  Medical 
Center  continues  to  be  a leader  in  the 
use  of  total  parenteral  nutrition  (TPN) 
for  nourishing  patients  unable  to  feed 
by  mouth.  Researchers  are  now  inves- 
tigating the  optimal  nutritional  support 
for  patients  with  respiratory  disease. 
Others  are  exploring  the  growth 
characteristics  of  infants  on  TPN  and 
how  they  are  affected  by  their  nutrient 
intake. 

Since  over  30  million  Americans 
suffer  from  obesity,  appetite  control 
and  weight  loss  methods  represent 
another  major  concern  of  nutritionists. 
Researchers  have  begun  to  examine 
how  the  brain  controls  our  appetite 
and  taste  preferences.  The  role  of 
endorphins,  the  brain’s  natural 
“opiates,”  is  being  analyzed.  Other 
nutritionists  are  studying  the  effect 
of  food  on  aging  and  diseases  of  the 
elderly.  In  one  project,  researchers  for 
the  first  time  demonstrated  that  diet 
may  have  a major  role  in  the  manage- 
ment of  Parkinson’s  disease. 

In  other  studies,  nutritionists  are 
looking  at  the  influence  of  poor  nu- 
trition during  pregnancy  on  brain 
growth,  and  at  how  expectant  mothers 
make  metabolic  adjustments  to  meet 
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the  nutritional  demands  of  the 
growing  fetus. 

Scientists  here  also  examined  the 
role  of  nutritional  factors  and  hor- 
mones in  cancer  caused  by  radiation 
and  chemicals.  Other  scientists  dem- 
onstrated that  radiation  combined  with 
certain  physical  and  chemical  agents, 
such  as  asbestos  fibers,  produce 
cancerous  changes  in  more  than  an 
additive  fashion. 

Advanced  Biotechnologies 

Oncologists  continued  the  fight 
against  cancer  on  a number  of  fronts. 

In  basic  research,  for  example,  they 
investigated  tumor  virology  and  onco- 
genes. Cancer  control  activities  incor- 
porated the  fields  of  epidemiology, 
sociomedicine,  occupational  health  and 
biostatistics.  Clinical  research  focused 
on  experimental  chemotherapies  and 
radiotherapies,  tumor  immunology  and 
advanced  diagnostic  methods.  The 
Medical  Center  eventually  plans  to  sup- 
port nearly  two  dozen  core  facilities  to 
enhance  the  application  of  advanced 
biotechnologies  in  cancer  research. 

Cancer  also  was  a focus  of  research 
in  otolaryngology,  where  researchers 
began  to  examine  the  microvascular 
physiology  of  head  and  neck  tumors. 
Using  a special  microscope,  other  sci- 
entists in  otolaryngology  succeeded  in 
visualizing  the  minute  hairs  of  the 
inner  ear  through  the  intact  round 
window  of  the  cochlea.  Otolaryngolo- 
gists also  established  an  animal  model 
for  otosclerosis  (the  formation  of 
spongy  bone  in  the  labyrinth  of  the 
inner  ear). 

In  the  clinical  arena,  otolaryngolo- 
gists started  a program  for  evaluation 
and  treatment  of  motion  disorders.  In 
addition,  physicians  began  installing 
hearing  aids  that  are  anchored  to  the 
temporal  bone  with  a titanium  screw 
in  order  to  directly  stimulate  the  inner 
ear.  This  will  help  patients  with  abnor- 
malities of  the  ear  canal  or  chronic 


infection.  Another  new  treatment, 
which  offers  relief  for  patients  with 
severe  vertigo  without  damaging  hear- 
ing, involves  sectioning  the  vestibular 
nerve  within  the  mastoid  cavity. 

Physicians  now  are  using  their 
expertise  in  a new  lipid  disorder  clinic, 
which  applies  the  most  advanced 
research  techniques  to  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  patients  with  ele- 
vated blood  lipids.  Other  physicians 
further  developed  their  use  of  coro- 
nary angioplasty,  a nonsurgical  method 
of  restoring  blood  flow  to  the  heart 
muscle  of  patients  with  coronary 
artery  disease. 

Stopping  Heart  Attacks 

Because  of  its  expertise  in  heart 
disease,  the  Medical  Center  was 
selected  as  a site  for  a national  study 
of  a new  clot-dissolving  drug,  tissue 
plasminogen  activator  (TPA)  in  acute 
myocardial  infarction.  TPA  now  is 
being  used  in  combination  with  angio- 
plasty to  limit  the  damage  caused  by 
heart  attacks.  For  another  heart  prob- 
lem, arrhythmia,  a new  pacemaker 
service  was  established  that  promises 
to  improve  diagnosis  and  treatment. 
New  drugs,  arrhythmia  surgery  and 
implantable  difibrillators  are  being 
used  to  prevent  sudden  cardiac  death 
in  people  with  life-threatening  heart 
rhythm  disturbances. 

Experts  in  medicine  also  focused  on 
bone  disease.  To  continue  as  a leader 
in  this  area,  Columbia-Presbyterian 
purchased  a dual  photon  densitometer, 
which  can  measure  the  mineral  con- 
tent of  bone  and  promises  to  be  an 
early  indicator  of  osteoporosis,  a com- 
mon disease  among  the  elderly.  Else- 
where in  medicine,  gastrointestinal 
specialists  continued  to  develop  tech 
niques  in  endoscopic  treatment  of  g 


stones  and  the  insertion  of  gastric 
feeding  tubes.  They  also  created  a 
new  program  in  laser  endoscopy  that 
permits  treatment  of  gastrointestinal 
tumors  without  opening  up  the  abdom- 
inal cavity. 

Lasers,  of  course,  are  a staple  of 
ophthalmologists,  particularly  at 
Columbia-Presbyterian.  Now,  ophthal- 
mologists can  use  their  skills  in  laser 
surgery  at  the  new  Eye  DaySurgery 
Center.  Another  new  addition,  the  top- 
ical ophthalmology  clinic,  focuses  on 
the  diagnosis  and  management  of  dis- 
eases associated  with  developing 
countries,  for  example,  parisitosis, 
trachoma  and  leprosy. 

On  the  research  side,  clinical  inves- 
tigations continued  into  optic  nerve 
disease  as  well  as  ocular  motor  dys- 
function in  prolonged  vitamin  E defi- 
ciency. Contact  lenses  were  the  focus 
of  several  other  projects  in  ophthalmol- 
ogy. One  study  found  that  artificial 
tears  and  increased  humidity  provide 
some  relief  for  contact  lens  wearers 
who  undergo  cataract  surgery,  which 
raises  the  salt  concentration  in  the 
tears  of  these  patients.  One  study  was 
started  to  assess  the  risks  and  compli- 
cations of  extended-wear  contact  len- 
ses, a second  to  develop  satisfactory 
bifocal  contact  lenses  and  a third  to 
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refine  a techique  to  make  a film  with 
increased  lubricity  for  contact  lenses 
and  intraocular  lenses  in  order  to 
improve  the  tolerance  and  comfort  of 
both  these  devices. 

Ophthalmologists  also  have  begun  to 
study  a new  approach  for  repairing 
detached  retinas  that  may  permit  the 
operation  to  be  performed  on  outpa- 
tients. Furthermore,  researchers  have 
advanced  the  use  of  prostaglandins 
and  prostaglandin  derivatives  for  glau- 
coma treatment.  And  scientists  for  the 
first  time  have  transplanted  cells  from 
one  retina  to  another — a rare  example 
of  cell  transplantation  in  the  mammal- 
ian central  nervous  system. 

Brain  Tissue  Transplanted 

Another  exciting  foray  into  trans- 
plantation occurred  in  neurological 
surgery,  where  researchers  began  to 


experiment  with  transplantation  of 
cerebral  tissue.  Other  neurosurgeons 
conducted  basic  research  on  arterior- 
venous  malformations  (AVMs)  of  the 
brain  and  life-threatening  hemorrhage 
in  young  individuals.  On  the  clinical 
side,  scientists  developed  an  innova- 
tive approach  to  the  treatment  of 
carotid  artery  disease,  aneurysms, 
brain  AVMs  and  spinal  AVMs.  The 
Medical  Center  also  participated  in  a 
national  study  of  cerebral  bypass  sur- 
gery and  established  a new  program 
for  the  biopsy  of  deep  cerebral  tumors 
and  the  treatment  of  malignant  brain 
tumors. 

Pathologists  conducted  research  in 
transplantation,  studying  the  develop- 
ment of  cells  involved  in  the  rejection 
of  kidney  and  heart  transplants.  Other 
pathologists,  studying  basic  cellular 
and  molecular  mechanisms  involved  in 
cancer  caused  by  radiation  and  chemi- 
cals, identified  and  partially  character- 
ized oncogenes  activated  in  vitro  by 


radiation.  Current  projects  center  on 
the  organization,  composition  and 
biosynthesis  of  the  actin-based  cyto- 
skeleton  and  its  determination  of  cell 
architecture,  shape,  motility  and 
surface  topography. 

Interdisciplinary  and  interdepart- 
mental activities  were  notable  features 
of  the  work  of  the  basic  science 
departments.  These  also  entailed  co- 
operative efforts  with  clinical  depart- 
ments, other  schools  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  other  research  institutions.  It 
reflected,  as  well,  a heightened  aware- 
ness of  the  ever-shortening  time 
between  the  acquisition  of  basic  new 
knowledge  and  the  translation  of  that 
knowledge  into  practical,  day-to-day 
medical  care. 

Microbiologists,  several  of  whom 
hold  joint  appointments  with  clinical 
departments,  were  involved  in 
research  projects  covering  virology, 
including  viral  replication,  gene 
expression,  genetics  and  oncology; 
immunochemistry,  including  antibody 
structure  and  specificity,  blood  group 
substances  and  immunogenicity  of 
nucleic  acids;  cellular  regulation  of  the 
immune  response,  lymphocyte  differ- 
entiation and  autoimmune  diseases; 
immunoglobulin  gene  structure  and 
expression;  immunology  and  immuno- 
biology of  parasitic  infections;  micro- 
bial genetics,  including  plasmid-host 
interactons,  phage  transcription  and 
KNA  processing  and  membrane  trans- 
port; and  biological  receptors. 

The  study  of  neurobiology  and 
behavior  today  is  moving  forward  at  an 
enormous  pace,  and  scientists  from  a 
variety  of  disciplines  at  the  Medical 
Center  are  engaged  in  pioneering  stud- 
ies in  such  areas  as  motor  control, 
sensory  neuron  development  and  func- 
tion, molecular  biology  of  the  verte- 
brate nervous  system,  and  especially 
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the  cellular  and  molecular  basis  of 
behavior,  learning  and  memory.  A new 
graduate  course,  The  Neurobiology 
of  Behavior,  was  instituted  during 
1984-85. 

A large  group  of  molecular  biologists 
is  studying  the  expression  of  specific 
genes  in  individual  neurons  or  small 
clusters  of  neurons  of  known  physio- 
logical and  behavioral  function.  Work- 
ing with  the  large  mollusk  Aplysia, 
they  have  dissected  a set  of  eight 
genes  that  encode  for  several  neuro- 
transmitters involved  in  a complex 
repertoire  of  egg  laying  behaviors. 

The  investigators  also  have  identified 
a set  of  genes  whose  expression  is 
restricted  to  glial  cells,  allowing  one 
to  trace  the  origin  and  control  of  the 
expression  of  these  genes  during 
development  of  the  peripheral  nervous 
system  in  vertebrates. 

Nervous  System  “Wiring” 

Because  of  its  large  size  but  rela- 
tively simple  neurological  structure, 
Aplysia  also  is  being  studied  by  neuro- 
physiologists. Using  morphological, 
biophysical  and  psychological 
approaches,  they  are  conducting  basic 
research  into  the  “wiring”  of  the  nerv- 
ous system  and  behavior.  Recently, 
they  showed  that  short  term  memory 
involves  covalent  modification  in  exist- 
ing proteins,  while  long  term  memory 
requires  gene  expression  and  new  pro- 
tein synthesis. 

In  the  area  of  anatomy  and  cell  biol- 
ogy, scientists  have  made  progress 
in  basic  understanding  of  molecular 
abnormalities  that  may  contribute  to 
such  clinical  disorders  as  Hirsch- 
prung’s  disease  and  dysautonomia.  In 
addition,  they  have  made  contributions 
to  the  understanding  of  the  cellular 
and  molecular  aspects  of  the  develop- 
ing nervous  system,  the  transmission 
of  neurochemical  messages,  and  the 
role  the  microenvironment  plays  in  the 
differentiation  of  nerve  cells. 
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The  traditional  medical  school 
course  on  histology  was  modified  and 
renamed  “Cell  Biology  of  Tissues  and 
Organs,”  to  reflect  a shift  in  emphasis 
from  presenting  facts  to  presenting 
concepts  that  reflect  the  functional 
significance  of  biological  structure; 
students  also  are  being  encouraged  to 
work  out  the  pathogenesis  of  a number 
of  clinical  conditions  through  applica- 
tion of  principles  of  cell  biology. 

Physiologists  and  cell  biologists 
focused  their  research  in  three  major 
areas:  membrane  physiology,  the  cir- 
culation and  the  immune  system,  and 
neurophysiology  and  behavior.  In 
membrane  research,  many  different 


cells  are  being  studied,  including 
leukocytes,  erythrocytes,  endothelial 
cells  and  cells  from  the  gastrointestinal 
system,  kidney,  cornea  and  neuromus- 
cular system.  New  methods  have  been 
developed  for  studying  such  phenom- 
ena as  the  transport  of  water  and  elec- 
trolytes across  the  corneal  epithelium. 
Chloride  channels  are  being  investi- 
gated in  connection  with  cystic  fibro- 
sis. Other  studies  are  concerned  with 
cell  models  for  the  genetic  disease 
Duchenne’s  muscular  dystrophy,  and 
microvascular  hemodynamics  in  sickle 
cell  disease. 

Membrane  physiologists  demon- 
strated that  the  deformability  and 
shape  of  red  blood  cells  are  related  to 
specific  membrane  proteins.  They 
also  developed  a new  theory  of  ion 


transport  across  membranes  that  sug- 
gests the  selectivity  of  ion  channels 
depends  on  the  speed  with  which  they 
open.  Other  researchers  have  isolated 
a vitamin  D-dependent  membrane  pro- 
tein believed  to  regulate  calcium 
transport  and  control  hypertension. 

Scientists  in  rehabilitation  medicine 
also  conducted  research  at  the  cellular 
level  on  such  topics  as  nerve  regenera- 
tion and  microcirculation.  In  addition, 
they  investigated  Alzheimer’s  and 
Parkinson’s  disease,  causalgia  and 
menopausal  hot  flashes.  On  the  clinical 
side,  work  continued  on  the  treatment 
of  stroke,  head  trauma,  multiple  scle- 
rosis and  spinal  cord  injury.  The  Medi- 
cal Center  has  become  a leader  in  the 
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diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients 
with  reflex  sympathetic  dystrophy. 

Faculty  specializing  in  occupational 
therapy  completed  an  educational 
videotape,  “Occupational  Therapy  Life 
Skills  Reinforcement:  an  Approach  to 
Community  Health  Care  for  Older 
Persons,”  which  was  funded  by  the 
Administration  on  Aging.  Occupational 
therapists  developed  a service-learn- 
ing model  for  a clerkship  in  physical 
disabilities  in  which  students  provided 
screening  and  treatment  to  outpatients 
who  otherwise  would  not  receive  such 
service,  and  together  with  physical 
therapists  began  planning  an  inter- 
disciplinary geriatrics/gerontology 
course,  “Health  Promotion  and  Reha- 
bilitation of  the  Older  Adult. 

Experts  in  human  reproduction  con- 
ducted research  into  menstruation, 
specifically,  how  the  brain  influences 
menstrual  cyclicity.  Other  researchers 
developed  two  unique  mammalian 
models  for  studying  pairing  and  recom- 
bination in  germ  cell  development. 
Scientists  continued  studies  of  the 
organizational  role  of  gonadal  steroid 
hormones  and  alpha-fetoprotein  on 
mammalian  brain  development. 

Implants  for  Bone  Loss 

In  1985,  the  first  resident  of  the 
Columbia  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery  completed  the  new  Oral  and 
Maxillofacial  Surgery  Residency  pro- 
gram, which  received  full  accreditation 
from  the  American  Dental  Associa- 
tion. Two  new  areas  of  treatment  were 
emphasized  and  expanded  during 
1985.  A multidisciplinary  team  of  oral 
surgeons,  periodontists  and  prostho- 
dontists now  provides  dental  implants 
to  patients  who  were  unable  to  wear 
dentures  because  of  a lack  of  sufficient 
edentulous  ridges  to  hold  them  in 
place.  The  technique  is  a two-stage 
surgical  procedure,  resulting  in  a per- 
manent implant  in  the  mandible  or 
maxilla  on  which  dentures  or  fixed 


bridges  can  be  anchored.  The  Colum- 
bia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center  is 
the  only  official  research  and  training 
center  in  New  York  City  for  this  Swed- 
ish procedure. 

A second  area  of  new  advances  is  in 
the  management  of  Temporomandibu- 
lar Joint  Dysfunction  Syndrome  (TMJ), 
which  involves  severe  pain  of  the  face 
and  neck  region  caused  by  multiple 
factors.  A multidisciplinary  team 
headed  by  a general  dentist  with  spe- 
cialists from  Oral  Surgery,  Psychiatry 
and  Rehabilitation  Medicine  carefully 
diagnose  the  symptoms  and  specify 
treatment.  Treatments  range  from 
simple  methods  that  remove  stress 
from  the  joint  and  musculature  to 
sophisticated  surgery  to  replace 
the  entire  joint  or  portions  of  it. 

Reducing  the  Risk  of  Surgery 

New  surgical,  orthopedic  and  monitor- 
ing procedures  recently  developed  and 
applied  at  Columbia- Presbyterian 
Medical  Center  are  allowing  ortho- 
pedic surgeons  here  to  further  refine 
their  techniques,  decreasing  the  risks 
associated  with  surgery,  particularly 
of  the  lower  spine.  Evoked  potential 
monitoring  provides  computerized 
nerve  function  data  during  surgery, 
which  heretofore  was  unavailable 
through  CT  scans,  X-rays  and  myelo- 
grams. This  monitoring  allows  sur- 
geons to  identify  the  site  of  the 
problem  and  determine  when  the  pres- 
sure on  the  nerve  has  been  adequately 
relieved  in  disc  surgery,  for  example. 

Orthopedic  surgeons’  commitment 
to  developing  a world-class  basic 
research  laboratory  has  resulted  in  the 
recruitment  of  a new  bioengineering 
team,  many  of  whom  are  leaders  in  the 
field  of  biomechanical  analysis  of  carti- 
lage. Studies  in  this  area  are  expected 
to  affect  the  treatment  of  arthritis  and 
joint  disability.  In  addition,  a joint 
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replacement  center  is  expected  to  be 
established  early  in  1986.  In  the  plan- 
ning stage  for  the  community  hospital 
at  the  Baker  Field  site  is  a sports 
medicine  center. 

New  Chairman  in  OB/GYN 

Dr.  Mortimer  Rosen  was  appointed  as 
the  Willard  C.  Rappleye  Professor, 
Chairman  and  Director  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology.  A noted  investigator 
into  the  development  of  the  fetal  brain, 
he  joins  the  department  at  a time  of 
active  growth  and  change. 

As  obstetric  outreach  programs 
continued,  a decrease  of  26%  in  the 
number  of  stillbirth  deliveries  was 
recorded  in  1985,  while  the  total  num- 
ber of  deliveries  increased  from  3, 900 
to  4,400.  A pediatric  and  adolescent 
gynecology  program,  which  has  been 
particularly  active  in  child  abuse 
prevention  and  sexuality  counseling 
for  mothers  and  daughters,  was 
introduced. 

The  in  vitro  fertilization  program 
remains  the  most  successful  academic 
program  in  New  York.  Plans  for  expan- 
sion and  a new  location  for  the  center 
are  underway.  A program  in  chorionic 
villus  sampling  was  begun  by  the 
Genetics  Center,  which  continues  to 
be  a resource  to  the  community  and  to 
the  Greater  New  York  area. 

The  Reproduction  Endocrinology 
Center  received  a two-year  renewal 
of  its  grant,  and  a program  for  women 
in  their  later  years,  focusing  on 
menopause,  was  implemented  in  the 
gynecology  clinics.  Surgeons  also 
instituted  a program  to  encourage 
the  use  of  vaginal  surgery  as  well  as 
suprapubic  techniques  for  control 
of  urinary  incontinence. 

In  the  area  of  research,  the  depart- 
ment ranks  among  the  best  in  the 
nation.  The  Perinatal  Center  received 
a five-year  renewal  of  its  grant,  and 
fetal  studies  dedicated  to  improving 
infant  health  at  birth  have  continued. 
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Also,  researchers  in  the  gynecology/ 
oncology  division  have  been  conduct- 
ing studies  of  the  cervical  neoplasia 
human  papilloma  virus. 

Psychiatry  Services  Increase 
In  1985,  a trial  of  a mixed  medical- 
psychiatric  inpatient  unit  began.  There 
also  was  extensive  implementation  of 
new  community  and  outpatient  pro- 
grams, including:  a crisis  intervention 
program  in  the  psychiatric  emergency 
room  at  Vanderbilt  Clinic:  a program 
to  deliver  psychiatric  services  to  dis- 
advantaged children  from  the  commu- 
nity within  their  own  schools;  four 
new  satellite  geriatric  outposts  within 
the  community:  and  a new  outreach 
team  from  the  Washington  Heights 
Community  Service  geared  to  the  care 
of  homebound  elderly  with  functional 
impairments.  In  addition,  the  Hispanic 
psychiatric  clinic  was  expanded  sub- 
stantially, and  the  Columbia  Family 
Clinic  received  a contract  to  provide 
consultations  to  day  care  centers  to 
provide  help  for  abused  children. 

Psychiatrists  also  established  a pro- 
gram to  provide  psychiatric  screening 
and  case  management  to  teenagers 
in  a midtown  drop-in  center,  a new 
clinical  service  to  provide  help  to 
depressed  children  and  teenagers  who 
have  made  suicide  attempts,  and  a 
Memory  Disorders  Clinic  in  collab- 
oration with  neurologists  which 
will  evaluate  and  treat  patients  with 
Alzheimer’s  Disease  and  related 
dementias. 

In  the  field  of  education,  the  psychi- 
atric residency  training  program  was 
approved  as  a four-year  program  and 
received  a five-year  accreditation 
renewal;  also  an  innovative  teaching 
program  in  humanistic  medicine  was 
devised  for  first  year  medical  students 
in  the  consultation-liaison  division. 

The  Keck  Foundation  awarded  the 


department  a grant  to  help  establish  a 
molecular  genetics  department.  Nego- 
tiations were  completed  to  establish 
the  Howard  Hughes  Medical  Institute 
at  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric 
Institute.  Other  research  activities 
included  the  establishment  of  a Devel- 
opment Psychobiology  Division  and  a 
Health  Utilization  Policy  Division 
which  will  conduct  studies  of  delivery 
of  mental  health  services  in  New  York 
State,  as  well  as  other  major  health 
policy  issues  such  as  the  relationship 
between  health  and  mental  health. 

New  grant  and  foundation  support  has 
been  secured  for  research  on  aging, 
Alzheimer’s  disease,  and  the  relation- 
ship between  brain  damage  and 
behavior. 

Extensive  research  continues  in 
diagnostic  assessment,  adolescent  sui- 
cide, schizophrenia,  affective  disor- 
ders, eating  disorders,  the  molecular 
basis  for  learning  and  memory,  molec- 
ular genetics,  and  the  biological  seque- 
lae of  critical  early  life  experiences. 

Skin  Cancer  Prevention  Efforts 

In  a very  successful  outreach  effort 
which  will  be  repeated,  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center  derma- 
tologists participated  in  a nationwide 
skin  cancer  screening  program  spon- 
sored by  the  American  Cancer  Society 
and  the  American  Academy  of  Derma- 
tology. The  CPMC  team  identified  a 
number  of  skin  cancers,  among  them 
several  potentially  lethal  melanomas. 

The  department  maintained  its  lead- 
ership role  in  photodiagnosis  and  pho- 
totherapy for  skin  disease.  New  agents 
for  the  treatment  of  psoriasis  were 
evaluated,  and  research  into  the  effici- 
cacy  of  new  photoprotective  agents 
continues  to  be  a major  departmental 
interest. 

With  the  support  of  a grant  from 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Center  for  Alterna- 
tives to  Animal  Research,  investiga- 
tors here  worked  to  develop  in  vitro 


procedures  for  testing  agents  that  irri- 
tate the  skin.  A five-year  study  of  dis- 
orders in  porphyrin  metabolism  was 
undertaken  with  a grant  from  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health. 

Non-Surgical  Stroke  Diagnosis 

Many  patients  now  are  spared  the 
risks  of  arteriography  because  of  the 
newly  established  noninvasive  diagnos- 
tic laboratory  for  carotid  artery  dis- 
ease within  the  Stroke  Unit.  Of 
benefit  to  numerous  patients  with  mul- 
tiple sclerosis  is  a new  comprehensive 
treatment  center  established  in  coop- 
eration with  the  New  York  City  chap- 
ter of  the  National  Multiple  Sclerosis 
Society.  A new  tissue  culture  labora- 
tory now  enables  physicians  here  to 
perform  diagnostic  tests  for  genetic 
diseases  from  skin  biopsies  by  cultur- 
ing fibroblasts. 

Possibly  important  in  the  treatment 
of  movement  disorders  is  a new  bio- 
chemical system  related  to  norepi- 
nephrine which  is  being  studied  here. 
Evaluations  of  new  drugs  for  treating 
Parkinsonism  are  underway,  and  a 
trial  of  interferon  therapy  for  malignant 
brain  tumors  has  been  undertaken  in 
conjunction  with  neurosurgeons. 
Genetic  engineering  is  an  important 
part  of  CPMC’s  research  effort,  and 
investigators  here  have  cloned  genes

for  transthyretin,  the  protein  involved 
in  familial  amyloidotic  peripheral  neu- 
ropathy, and  for  subunits  of  cyto- 
chrome oxidase,  the  enzyme  missing 
in  a severe  disease  of  infancy. 

Transplantation  Program 

Transplantation  continues  of  be  an 
area  of  major  interest  and  activity  for 
Medical  Center  surgeons.  As  far  as 
heart  and  kidney  transplantation  are 
concerned,  our  efforts  were  limited 
only  by  the  availability  of  donor  or- 
gans. Research  in  the  areas  of  liver 
and  islet  cell  transplantation  is 
ongoing. 

The  transplantation  program  contin- 
ues to  serve  pediatric  patients  from 
all  over  the  world,  especially  young 
patients  with  liver  and  heart  problems. 

Our  colorectal  cancer/colonoscopy 
program  made  important  advances 
this  past  year,  especially  in  the  area  of 
laser  treatment  for  colon  cancer.  Also, 
promising  work  in  the  treatment  of 
breast  cancer,  including  work  with 


monoclonol  antibodies,  is  ongoing.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Arrhythmia  Con- 
trol Unit,  cardiac  surgeons  have  been 
working  with  implantable  defibrillators 
and  new  kinds  of  pacemakers  to  com- 
bat sudden  cardiac  death. 

Quality  of  Life 

With  technological  advances,  urolo- 
gists now  are  able  to  help  more 
patients  not  only  survive  urologic  ill- 
ness, but  also  to  lead  more  normal 
lives. 

Surgeons  now  are  able  to  preserve 
continence  after  bladder  surgery  and 
potency  after  prostate  surgery  for  can- 
cer. With  the  development  of  a new 
instrument,  the  ureteroscope,  ureteral 
and  kidney  stone  removal  by  ultrasonic 
and  electrohydraulic  disintegration  and 
the  resection  of  superficial  tumors  of 
the  kidney  and  ureter  can  be  performed 
without  the  need  for  open  surgery. 

New  investigative  procedures  for 
managing  advanced  bladder  and  pros- 
tate cancer  have  secured  more  cures 
in  patients  who  several  years  ago 
might  have  died.  In  bladder  cancer, 
doctors  can  now  measure  the  severity 


of  malignancy  through  oncogene 
expression.  In  bladder  and  prostate 
cancer,  flow  cytometric  analysis  of 
cells  shed  in  the  urine  or  obtained  by 
aspiration  have  been  used  to  diagnose 
patients  and  monitor  treatment. 

New  urological  research  got  a boost 
from  several  major  grants.  The 
National  Institute  of  Child  Health  and 
Human  Development  funded  studies  of 
the  molecular  signaling  events  in 
embryogenesis  and  of  the  mechanism 
whereby  infertility  results  from  testis 
torsion.  The  National  Cancer  Institute 
awarded  funds  to  investigate  cellular 
heterogeneity  in  prostate  cancer. 

Finally,  a program  to  research  the 
means  by  which  hormone  receptors 
initiate  RNA  transcription  was  funded 
by  the  National  Institute  of  Arthritis, 
Metabolism  and  Digestive  Diseases. 

First  New  Service  in  34  Years 

Striving  to  meet  the  increasing  chal- 
lenge posed  by  cancer  treatment  and 
research,  CPMC,  for  the  first  time  in 
34  years,  created  a new  clinical  ser- 
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vice — Radiation  Oncology.  Chaired  by 
James  D.  Cox,  M.D.,  the  addition 
promises  to  bolster  C PMC’s  role  as 
one  of  New  York’s  two  Comprehensive 
Cancer  Centers,  combining  the  clinical 
resources  of  the  Hospital  with  the 
Radiological  Research  Laboratory. 

The  change  provides  new  impetus 
for  a move  into  new  research  activi- 
ties, including  the  study  of  new 
radiation  modalities.  Fractionation, 
radiosensitized  drugs  and  combina- 
tions of  radiation  and  chemotherapy 
are  being  investigated,  with  particular 
emphasis  on  cancers  of  the  lung, 
upper  aero-digestive  tract,  brain  and 
prostate. 

Radiologic  researchers  continue 
studies  from  the  molecular  level  to 
clinical  applications.  External  peer- 
reviewed  support  for  radiologic 
research  continues  to  exceed  $2  mil- 
lion annually,  with  a renewed  grant 
from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy 
supplying  funds  for  specific  studies  in 
radiation  physics  and  biology. 

1985  served  as  a year  of  transition 
for  CPMC  anesthesiologists,  with  Dr. 
Henrik  Bendixen,  former  department 
chairman,  promoted  to  the  position 
of  dean  and  vice  president  for  Health 
Sciences,  and  Dr.  Allen  I.  Hyman 
appointed  acting  chairman.  During  the 
year,  anesthesiologists  increased  their 
responsibility  for  intensive  care, 
including  the  pediatric  units. 

With  the  use  of  new,  short-acting 
narcotics  and  muscle  relaxants,  sev- 
eral procedures  requiring  general 
anesthesia  now  are  performed  rou- 
tinely on  a same  day  basis.  The 
expansion  of  the  Hospital’s  role  in 
ambulatory  surgery  parallels  the 
increased  emphasis  in  this  area  by 
anesthesiologists. 

Anesthesiologists  also  are  continu- 
ing their  important  work  in  pain 
management,  and  are  conducting 
investigations  into  the  pharmacology 
of  endorphins  and  parenteral  nutriton. 


Imaging  Programs  Grow 

The  demand  continues  to  grow  for 
all  modalities  used  by  radiologists. 
Expanded  diagnostic  imaging  in  the 
form  of  ultrasound,  CT,  and  magnetic 
resonance  imaging  coupled  with  the 
ever-expanding  uses  of  interventional 
techniques  now  used  to  treat  condi- 
tions previously  requiring  surgery,  are 
among  the  most  exciting  new  areas  in 
medicine.  The  MR1  team  has  suc- 
ceeded in  selectively  imaging  intra-  and 
extracellular  sodium,  thus  providing  a 
method  for  grading  tumors  noninva- 
sively.  This  is  a major  contribution  to 
the  management  of  brain  tumors  by 
guiding  stereotactic  biopsy  and  by  the 
detection  of  recurring  tumors.  Radiol- 
ogists have  developed  a method  for 
measuring  the  blood  flow  in  the  spinal 
cord  noninvasively  using  xenon  inhala- 
tion with  a CT  scanner.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  spinal  cord  blood  flow 
has  been  successfully  measured  nonin- 
vasively in  the  clinical  environment. 

Medical  center  radiologists  also  are 
using  magnetic  resonance  imaging  and 
xenon  cerebral  blood  flow  in  the  study 
of  patients  with  sickle  cell  disease. 

Other  studies  include  research  on 
iron  metabolism  in  the  brain,  with 
particular  attention  to  changes  in  me- 
tabolism of  patients  with  movement 
disorders,  and  scanning  pituitary 
microadenomas  using  magnetic  reso- 
nance imaging  with  gadolinium. 

Intracerebral  interventional  tech- 
niques have  been  remarkably  improved 
by  the  introduction  of  a new  double 
lumen  balloon  catheter  and  a new  bio- 
logically inert  substance  with  variable 
viscosity  for  the  embolization  of  intra- 
cranial vascular  malformations. 

Work  already  has  begun  on  software 
and  hardware  development  for  the  4 
Tesla  MRI  project.  This  project  will  be 
unique  in  that  it  will  make  possible  the 
noninvasive  study  of  metabolic  events 
in  the  brain. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CPMC  FUND,  INC. 


October  3,  1985  was  a mile- 
stone in  the  history  of 
Columbia-Presbyterian 
Medical  Center.  Under  a dis- 
play of  spectacular  fireworks,  more 
than  200  guests  toasted  the  public 
announcement  of  the  Campaign  for 
Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Cen- 
ter on  a gala  cruise  up  the  Hudson 
River. 

Representatives  of  the  boards  of 
trustees  of  Columbia  University  and  of 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital,  donors, 
foundation  and  corporate  executives, 
and  medical  faculty  and  staff  gathered 
to  mark  this  event.  The  $245-million 
Campaign  will  finance  a sweeping  revi- 
talization of  the  Medical  Center, 
ensuring  that  its  standards  of  excel- 
lence in  patient  care,  biomedical 
research  and  education  are  maintained 
now  and  into  the  21st  century. 

The  Campaign  will  raise  funds  to 
meet  the  following  goals: 

Construction 

■ A new  745-bed  hospital  building  fea- 
turing state-of-the-art  facilities  and 


technologies  is  being  built  to  serve 
patients  with  complex  medical  prob- 
lems. Coupled  with  extensive  renova- 
tions of  existing  structures,  the  new 
building  will  help  reorganize  and 
streamline  patient  care  delivery  at  the 
Medical  Center  site. 

■ Three  miles  north,  a new  300-bed 
community  hospital  will  be  built  to 
provide  cost-effective  care  to  northern 
Manhattan  residents  who  have  lost 
most  health  services  through  the  clos- 
ing of  neighborhood  hospitals. 

■ Half-century-old  research  labora- 
tories and  teaching  facilities  will  be 
expanded  and  renovated  to  meet  the 
needs  of  today’s  medical  scientists 
and  accommodate  state-of-the-art 
technology. 

■ A new  student  center  will  be  cre- 
ated to  provide  health  sciences  stu- 
dents with  facilities  they  need  for 
recreation  and  relaxation. 

Endowment 

■ 28  new  endowed  professorships  will 
be  established  to  attract  and  retain  the 
best  physicians  and  scientists. 


■ Endowments  will  be  created  for  29 
new  junior  faculty  positions  to  help 
reduce  the  financial  hardships  for  tal- 
ented young  medical  scientists  who 
seek  academic  careers. 

■ Endowed  funds  for  student  assist- 
ance will  be  increased  so  that  scholar- 
ships, loans  and  fellowships  will  be 
available  to  continue  attracting  the  fu- 
ture leaders  of  the  health  professions. 

■ New  research  programs  will  be 
endowed  so  that  the  Medical  Center’s 
productivity  and  reputation  for  excel- 
lence will  endure. 

Funds  for  Current  Use 

■ Funds  for  current  operating  support 
will  be  sought  to  allow  the  Medical 
Center  to  remain  independent — free  to 
pursue  promising  areas  of  research,  to 
initiate  innovative  educational  pro- 
grams and  to  explore  new  concepts  in 
patient  care. 

As  of  December  31,  1985,  gifts  and 
pledges  to  the  Campaign  totalled  more 
than  $113  million — an  impressive 
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$15.4  million  increase  since  the  Cam- 
paign was  announced  publicly  just 
three  months  earlier. 

The  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical 
Center  is  grateful  to  the  many  gener- 
ous individuals,  corporations,  and 
foundations  that  have  laid  the  ground- 
work for  the  success  of  the  Cam- 
paign— one  of  the  most  ambitious 
fund-raising  efforts  in  the  history  of 
American  health  care  institutions. 

While  the  amount  committed  to  the 
Campaign  to  date  approaches  half  the 
goal,  these  dollar  totals  are  not  the 
only  measure  of  the  Campaign’s  suc- 
cess. Each  and  every  endowment  and 
construction  objective  must  be  met. 

The  Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical 
Center  turns  to  its  long-standing 
friends  to  support  every  component  of 
this  vital  program.  As  a result,  the 
Medical  Center  will  be  able  to  con- 
tinue its  world-renowned  biomedical 
research,  education,  and  tertiary  care 
for  complex  medical  problems,  while  at 
the  same  time  expanding  its  commit- 
ment to  the  health  and  well-being  of 
its  immediate  neighbors.
